Special months observed 

Both American History Month and Black History 
Month are celebrated during the month of February. 
Therefore, it is appropriate that we tfighlight both 
observances with an examination of books available in 
the Virginia Beach Public Library on the subject of 
slavery and racism in Virginia. 

Although all Virginia history books deal to some ex- . 
tend with the issue of slavery in the Old Dominion, the 
library owns two books which discuss the topic in depth. 
They are Edmund Morgan's "American Slavery- 



American Freedom: The OrdeM of Colonial Virginia" 
and "Race Relati on s In Virgini a An d Miscegenation In 
The South 1776-1860" by James Johnston. > 

The Morgan book attempts to And a reason behind a 
urilq[uelM9torical paradox. Why did so"1many colonial 
Virginia revolutionaries own slaves? After analyzing 
social and political beliefs, economic conditions and 
demographics he concludes that the pressures of social 
and economic necessities on the ruling class eventually 
outweigh any egalitarian convictions. The result was a 
gradual worsening of race relations and eventual in- 
stitutionalization of slavery. 

Johnston follows a slightly different path in "Race 
Relations In Virginia." He relies primarily upon 
original documents such as legislative petitions, letters, 
diaries and executive papers to tell the story. The author 
cites both pro and anti slavery documents, showing just 
how divided the Commonwealth was on the issue. 

The divisiveness of slavery is even more evident in

proposal that had been 
endorsed by its General 
Laws committee. 

In that year's time, 
states that have lotteries, 
including the nearby 
states of Maryland, 
Delaware and Pen- 
nsylvania, have reaped 
many millions of dollars 
in badly needed revenues 
from that source. 

Virginia, by contrast, 
gets not one cent, 
although day after day 
we read of the pleas for 
additional funds for such 
worthwhile causes as 
teacher's salaries, 
education in general, 
programs for the elderly, 
environmental matters, 
and particularly the 
clean up of the 
Chesapeake Bay. 

The list goes on and on 
and yet it is all too ob- 
vious we lack the 
revenues to f unci all of 
these worthwhile pro- 
grams. It is Just as ob- 
vious that the people do 
not want a general tax 
increase and the 
legislature is not about tp, 
pass such ari increase. , ^ 

The question Ts then, 
would the people of 
Virginia favor a state lot::, 
tery that would bring in 
an estimated $200 
million in additional 
revenue each year and 
help fund some of those 



worthwhile programs 
that are now in jeopar- 
dy? , 

There is one certain 
way to find out. 
Schedule a referendum 
on the subject this Fall 
and let the voice of the 
people decide the issue. 
Surely, no legislator or 
citizen can object to let- 
ting the citizens of this 
Commonweahh be the 
final arbiters of this mat- 
ter. For those, who for 
political reasons may be 
worried about voting in 
favor of a lottery, they 
can simply say on a mat- 
ter of this nature they 
favored letting the 
people decide. 

On my own part, as 
one who has been the 
chief proponent of a 
state operated lottery, I 
have absolutely no 
hesitation in handing the 
matter over to the 
people. I truly believe 
they will vote in favor of 
a lottery. Should they 
not do so, then I would 
immediately discontinue 
forever all efforts on my 
part to get such a lottery 
approved. 

I would be confident 
of success, however, 
because of a number of 
indicators that the time is 
ripe in Virginia for a lot- 
tery. I noted that the 
silver-haired legislature, 
hardly a radical group, 
went on record in favor 
of a lottery. I have also 
not^ the hundreds of 
thousands of residents in 
Northern Virginia who 
play lotteries in 
Washington DC and 
Maryland each week. It 
has been estimated that a 
quarter Of the business 
done by those lotteries 
comes from Virginians. 
This m«u)s that th^e 
Virginians are contribut- 
ing valuable tax dollars 
to other jurisdictions

Alice freehling's "Drift Toward Dissolution.'* This 
book examines the slavery debates in the Virginia 
legislature following Nat Turner's insurrection. These 
1831-1832 debates were instrumental in charting the 
Commonwealth's course to waT and to the eventual suc- 
cession of western Virginia. 

The-Virginia Rearh libraries also own two boo ks, 
which highlight two periods that contradict the notion 
thatiace relations worsened at a continual and constant 
rate. "Myne Owne Ground; Race And Freedom On 
Virginia's Eastern Shore, 1640-1676" by TfH. Brown 
and Stephen Innes describes how a large population of 
free Blacks lived and prospered on the Eastern Shore 
during the mid-seventeenth century. This brief period of 
enlightenment ended with the shift in racial attitudes 
following Bacon's Rebellion. 

Robert Engs likewise shows a period of history when 
Blacks flourished, both economically and politically, in 
his study of Hampton, Virginia following the Civil War. 
"Freedom's First Generation also documents the end of 
this era when racism returned in an even more virulent 
form at the close of Reconstruction. - 



February indeed is a perfect month to begin a study of 
this important issue. The five books discussed in this ar- 
ticle may be just the place to start.

The city is certifying that it does not discriminate on 
the basis of handicapped status in the admission of, ac- 
cess to, treatment in or employment in its programs and 
activities. Robert R. Matthias, of the City's Grants Of- 
fice, will coordinate compliance with the non- 
discriniinatio n r^iuirements contained in Se ction 5 1.55 
of the Revenue^^Tng Regula&<ms. 

Matthias will coordinate a City self-evaluation 
process required under Section 304 which will determine 
the extent to whi(ih City programs, activities and 
operations may require iliodification to ensure full par- 
ticipation by handicapped persons. The self-eviUuation 
process will be conducted by the Endependence Center, 
a private non-profit Independent Living Center, with 
the support and guidance of the Mayor's CommittM on 
the Handicapped and other interestml citizens^Jlie self- 
evaluation is expected to be completed by dctober 1, 
1984. If it reveals a need for structural modifications or 
changes to city programs, a transition plan containing 
the necessary steps and schedules will be prepared.

Continue cooking and stirring until sauce 
has thickened and has thoroughly coated 
cauliflower. Race vegetables in serving 
t)owl, topping with iTiincad ham. Serve 
immediately.

Unoleum, Keeping It In Place ■ Coat the bottom of the 
offending area with a good linoleum glue from kny 
hardware store, then press it down. Hold it in place till 
di:y with heavy books,, bxicls^ OT^wnething simil ar^— ^ 
liiMleuni, Preventing Wax Buildup - Soak a cloth in 
gasoline and rub thcM-oughly. 

Note: Open doors and windows and be certain not to 
smoke or strike a flame. Gasoline is very flammable. 
Turpentine may be substitute for the gasoline. 
Unoleum, Repairing Holes - Mix some grated cork with 
some liquid glue. Quickly apply to the hole, fi». then let 
it dry thoroughly. Add a thin coat of clear varnish and 
the linoleum will look new again. 
Luggage, Cleaning - To clean and pdish dull, grimy 
luggage, beat two egg whites till stiff, then, using a 
small soft cloth, rub weD into the grain. As it dries, 
pdish it with another soft cloth. ,_ . . ^ 

Marble, Qeanlng - Dust thoroughly, then wash it with 
warm, soapy water. Stains can be removed with half a 
lemon dipped in whiting or baking soda. Wash it off 
immediately, then pdish with furniture cream. 
Note: Black marble should be polished with linseed oil.

Home prices may rise 



Prices for single-family 
homes will likely increase 
during the first quarter of 
1984. 

'However, mortgage in- 
terest rates are expected to 
remain at current levels 
and eyen drop, in some 
areas, relocation 
specialists of the nation- 
wide RELO/Inter-City 
Relocation Service noted 
in a recent survey. 

Sixty-seven percent of 
the respondents said they 
expect home prices to rise 
in the period January 
through March, while 28 
percent indicated that 
prices will stabilize and S 
percent anticipated a price 
decrease. 

In addition, 74 percent 
of relocation specialists 
responding to the survey 
said they expect mortgage 
interest rates in the next 
three months to remain at 
what they currently have 
been averaging in their 
areas- 12 percent to 14 
percent for traditional 30- 
year fixed rate mortgage 
loans and 9Vi percent to 
13 percent for adjustable 
1^, rate mortgage loans. 

More encouraging for 
^homebuyers was the 



prediction from 21 percent 
of the respondents that 
mortgage interest rates 
will fall during the first 
quarter of 1984, while 
only 3 percent anticipated 
an increase in interest 
rates. 

An overwhelming 98 
percent of the respondents 
said they were optimistic 
about the total reial estate 
market in 1984. 

The continually im- 
proving economic climate 
is accounting in large part 
for this favorable respon- 
se, said the RELO service, 
one of the nation's largest 
referral network of in- 
dependent Realtors based 
in Chicago. 

A large number of sur- 
vey respondent»-8! per- 
cent-indicated that 
relocation ac 4ty will in- 
crease, in man} Jttbya 
sizeable margiii, during 
1984.

simply because there is 
no opportunity for thehi 
to pay this strictly vdun- 
tary tax in their own 
state. 

The record should be 
set straight on a few 
things. The State of Vir- 
ginia gets praclically no 
direct tax revenue from 
legalized bingo which is a 
multi-million dollar 
operation in Virginia. 
Statistics show that per- 
sons who play lotteries 
spend considerably less 
on this, pastime than 
those who play bingo. 

A state operated lot- 
tery in Virginia would 
pose no more danger of 
infiltration from 
jrganized crime elements 
than the danger of in- 
filtration into our state 
system of dispensing 
alcoholic beverages. 
Virginia can and will 
police a lottery system 
and insure its complete 
integrity. 

One objection to a lot- 
tery, and one I have in 



fact heard from Gover- 
nor Robb, is that in some 
states it is too heavily 
advertised. This can 
easily be taken care of by 
putting strict regulations 
on advertisements such 
as the regulations that 
are placed on the adver- 
tisements of alcoholic 

beverages. 

Every legislator here in 
Richmond knows we 
need to increase our 
revenues, and every 
legislator knows, despite 
any editorial comment to 
the contrary, that unlike 
some forms of gambling, 
there are few comprlsive 
lottery players. In games 
such as bingo and lot- 
teries, unlike forms of 
gambling such as horse 
betting, roulette, black- 
jack, etc., progressive 
betting does little good. 
The reason for this is 
that the jackpot total 
remains the same for the 
person who purchases a 
one dollar ticket - and 
there is no higher payoff 
to a person who buys 
■more. 



Thomas Jefferson said 
a lottery was a fair little 
voluntary tax and it 
remains just that today. I 
submit that a lottery will 
be supported by an over- 
whelming majority of 
Virginians if the General 
Assembly allows it to 
come to referendum. Let 
those l e gisl ators who 



believe Virginians don't 
want a lottery put their 
faith to the test by 
joining me in voting for 
a referendum this 
November.

It re- 
quires individuals adopt- 
ing cats <x dogs to sign a 
contract agreeing to spay- 
ing oc neutering of the 
animals within 30 days of 
adoption. The city also 
will establish an initial fee 
of $35 fcM- adoption with a 
rebate of $25 for proof of 
spaying * neutering. 

In reccxnmending ap- 
proval of the wdinance. 
City Maxmer Thomas H. 
Meuhlenbcck noted that 
in 1982 1,260 dogs and 
cats were adc^tcd from 
the city pound with no 
requirements or incen- 
tives for the wners to 
have these animals spay- 
ed w neutered. As a 
result many produced un- 
wanted offspring which 
created a pr(*lera fw the 



Bureau of Animal Control, 
a fluisance to people and 
suffering by the homeless 
animals. 

The ordinance was a- 
mong several changes 
recommended by the ad 
hoc cwnmittee establish- 
ed in January 1982 to 
study varicNis animal ccm- 
trd ordinances and fee 
increases. Other wdinan- 
ces have already been 
adapted. 

Liz Sill, vice president 
of the Virginia Federation 
of Human Societies and a 
member of the ad hoc 
ccnnmittee, said that 2,500 
to 3,000 unwanted ani- 
mals are born every hour 
in the United States. She 
said that she appreciated 
fears of the Animal Contrd 
Board that there would be 
a dramatic drc^ in adop- 
ticms as a result of the 
vdinance. However, she 
said, the city will experi- 
ence other dividends. She 
said where similar re- 
quirements have been e- 
stablished there have 
been drastic reductions in 
the number of animals 
that have to be destrt^ed.

Little Theatre works 



Working in a little theatre is 
not always easy. There's never 
enough money for sets, props 
and costumes. There is never 
enough time. Yet, year in and 
year out local theatre people 
throughout the nation work en- 
dless hours to add another 
cultural dimension to com- 
munities. 

Oftentimes little theatre work 
goes unnoticed by much of the 
public and is criticized by critics. 
This is unfortunate. Whenever 
volunteers band together to 
present a community service the 
efforts should be noted, or at 
least they shouldn't be criticized. 

Little theatre is not for 
professionals, although several 
Tidewater theatre organizations 
regularly pay performers. It is 
for those people who have the 
time and desire to give a small 
part of themselves to the com- 
munity. ^"^ 




Little theatre is not perfect. If, 
for example, every cast member 
knew their lines and blocking as 
well as they knew their telephone 
numbers, it would not be little 
theatre. If every little theatre run 
had a well rehearsed full or- 
chestra, it would not be little 
theatre. 

But observers must not look 
at what the little theatre lacks, it 
must look at what it provides for 
that service far exceeds any of 
the nit-picking upper-crust 
criticism which should be saved 
for people who like to look at 
the dark, not the light side of the 
sun. 

The Virginia Beach Little 
Theatre holds open auditions. 
Usually, demand for parts is not 
cutthroat. The Virginia Beach 
Little Theatre, on a yearly basis, 
provides enough big shows to 
give most taiented local residents 
a chance to appear before the 
lights.

•If coal slurry pipelines Irelndreconoinrc.tlieywflr 
not be built: even if they are not built, rail coal haulage 
rates will be moderated. 

•Railroad jobs will not be stamped out: to the con- 
trary, cheaper coal at the terminus will create new 
markets for American coal (including export markets) 
and will provide new mining, port, .pipeline and rail 
jobs. r 

•Cheaper coal transportation rates equals cheaper 
electricity. It also means more jobs for Virginians in 
areas where coal is mined and where electricity is con- 
sumed. 

Coal slurry pipeline legislation is clearly in the benefit 
of all Virginians. A narrow selfish parochial interest 
should not be allowed to block these benefits.

KVcdicInc Bottles, Cleaiiini! - If the bottle is stained, p)it 
in a tablespoon of wWft vinegar, moreff it*S a big bot- 
tle, then add a teaspoonful of raw rice. Shake it 
vigorously for a few seconds, wait five minutes, shake 
hard again, then rinse in cold water. 
Medicine Stains, Removing - Most medicine stains will 
come out if rubbed with alcohol. 
Note: If it is an old stain, soak it in alcohol for twenty 
minutes, then wash in cold, soapy water. 
Meringue, Preventing Shrinking - When you spread the 
meringue on your pie, make sure it touches every bit of 
the side. The crust will prevent it from shrinking. 
Note: Never bake meringue in a hot oven. A moderate 
oven gives the best results. 

Also, to make the best meringue, do not use cold eggs. 
Let the egg whites sit at room temperature for fifteen 
minutes before beating them. 
Mice, Gelling Rid Of - They hate the smell of camphor.

Mildew On Linen, Removing - Make a paste of two 
teaspoons of warm white vinegar, two teaspoons 
powdered detergent, and one teaspoon crushed white 
chalk. Rub well into the mildewed area, let it dry, then 
wash in the usual way. More detergent can be added if 
the paste is too moist! Rinse well, then dry in sunlight. 
Or wet the mildewed spot with pure lemon juice, then 
sprinlle it withi household salt. Rub thsr »^tr«ato the 
area, then hang ft' out in the suri to dry. tfrush off the 
salt with soft cloth after the item has dried. 
Mildew On Tiles, Removing - Make a paste of one cup 
baking soda with enough bleach to make a thick paste. 
Apply it to the mildewed area, rub it in, then leave it for 
at least six hours. Rinse off with clear, cold water, dry, 
then wipe it with a soft cloth dampened with ammonia. 
Milk And Cream, Preventing Souring - Add a pinch of 
bicarbonate of soda and give it a good shake. 
Mild And Cream Stains, Removing - Never use hot 
water to remove milk or cream stains. Wash the 
material in cold water, then wash again in cold water 
and detergent. A final rinse in clear, cold water finishes 
the task. 

Milk Pudding, Baking - Always place the pudding dish 
in a dish of water in the oven to prevent it from boiling 
over or burning.

Mac, as the agency is 
known. ' 

Among all mortgage le- 
nders surveyed, adjust- 
able loans captured 44 
percent when only savings 
aiid loan associations 
were included. By con- 
trast adjustable-rate mor- 
tgages captured only 1 
percent of the market in 
1980. 

The Freddie Mac Sur- 
vey covered loans made 
by several hundred mort- 
gage lenders during 
1983's first six months. 

The survey, believed to 
be the most detailed and 
comprehensive study ever 
made of adjustable-rate 
mortgages, attributed the 
surge in popularity largely 
to the prohibitively high- 
interest rates for fixed- 
rated mortgages, where 
the amount of the monthly 
payment remains constant 
over the life of the loan,

She isn't, she told City 
Council at an infamal 
session Monday after- 
noon. 

Apparently she isn't a- 
lone. Several Council 
members agreed that 
something had to be done 
-about the-plan^^Utbough. 
they did not all agree that 
an outside consultant 
might be the answer. 

Oberndorf suggested 
thai an outside consultant 
or a study by the South- 
eastern Virginia Planning 
District Commission 
might be the answer. 
"I'm not comfortable we'- 
re doing the right thing," 
she said. She said she f?lt 
uneasy each time Council 
makes a proposal to alter 
the plan. 

City Manager Thanas 
H. Muehlenbeck said that 
the staff could look at the 
priorities and supply 
Council with the ramifica- 
tions 6f the various altern- 
atives. 

Oberndorf said that she 
would like to be able to 
look at the total plan and 
know the consequences of 
any action. 

The city is long on road 
needs and short on mon- 
ey. As a result, some 
swapping continues to go 
on as one road takes 
precedence over another. 
Virginia Beach Boulevard, 
for instance has been 
delayed so. that other 
roads could be improved. 
Oberndorf wants to know 
whether when changes 
such as this are made, she 
is doing the right thing. 

Councilman Dr. J. Hen- 
ry McCoy said the city is 
falling behind rapidly in 
its road building. The plan 
definitely needs to be 
upgraded, he said. "Whe- 
ther we need a consultant 
or nyt.I dqn't know. We're

Jones, said he ccmcurred 
that the city hais a prd}lem 
of crisis proportions and 
should have the best data.

McCoy said he would 
like to get off the tdl idea 
and get on the State 
Department of Highways 
and Transpotation.

At the formal session 
later, Jnes instructed the 
City Manager to coitact 
the State Department of 
Highways and Transpor- 
tation for guidance in the 
construction of the East- 
ern Freeway withoyt re- 
sorting to tolls. Jones had 
previously supported tolls 
to get the highway con- 
structed. 

Vice Mayor Barbara 
Henley pointed out that 
the Land Use Plan is tied 
in with the road plan, 
some of the reccwnmended 
densities may be higher 
than they should be, she 
said, because they are 
based on the availability 
of roads which have not 
been constructed and 
aren't expected to for 
years. She said maybe the 
city should go back and 
scale down the densities. 

Planning Director Ro- 
bert Scott said the Com- 
prehensive Plan and the 
Master Street and High- 
way Plan are being con- 
sidered together and 
should be ready in 120 
days. 

McCoy said the ques- 
tion remains— which 
comes first, the roads or 
the density? 

He said the Compre- 
hensive Plan should be 
revamped in conjuncticm 
with the Street and High- 
way Plan. "We're gdng 
to have growth whether 
you like it ;or not,"! he 

Henley said a lot of the 



roads on the highway plan 
now are just lines, but the 
Comprehensive Plan c<m- 
siders them as construct- 
ed roads. 

Jones said his rally re- 
servation to Oberndorfs 
suggestion is the outside 
consultant. He said it 
would be helpful to find 
out what the staff thinks 
first. 

(X)erndorf said she was 
concerned about areas 
where growth already has 
occurred as well as new 
growth areas. 

The real way^TD slow- 
down growth. Councilman 
John A. Baum said, is to 
raise taxes. 

McQv added that the 
city's transportation was 
"really a mess." 

Councilman Harold 
Heischdier pointed out 
that Council is sometimes 
helpless. He said that 
when the State decided to 
put in an exchange on 
First Colonial Road, he 



and W.H. Kitchin III said 
it was needed elsewhere, 
but the State had its way. 
"Somehow the state is 
getting information which 
doesn't jive with what the 
needs are." 

Councilwoman. Reba S. 
McQanan said that Coun- 
cil can request the State to 
look at the area in quest- 
ion, hidependence iJoule- 
vard. 

Even if density were 
reduced, CouncilwOTi^n 
Nancy A. Creech said, the 
city wouldn't have enough 
liioneytosttpply the roj^- 
that are needed now. 
Raising taxes for the mrai- 
^ is not pcpular, she 
said, but "where are we 
going to get the mcmey 
from?" 

The discussion ended 
with Council settling for a 
look in a couple of months 
at a revamped Cranpre- 
hensive Plan in ccmjunc- 
tion with the Master 
Street and Highway Plan.

Raise Taxes, Lose Your Job

Like dominoes they are beginning to 
fall. First one state senator, then 
another, then maybe a governor or 
two... 

In Michigan, two Democrat 
legislators who had voted for a 38-per- 
oent income tax hike were recalled 
(fired by the voto^) in December and 
rei^Kcd by anti-tax Republicans in a 
special dection January 31. Now the 
CX)P has a m^ority in the state senate 
for the first time since Watergate. 

It was not strictly a Republican vic- 
tory. Instead, it was a triumph for 
blue-collar workers fed up with 
pt^ticians of both parties who think 
the peq>le are not smart enough tp 
spend their hard-earned money wisely. 

The political establishment reacted 
with disgust to the recall votes. A 
Michigan Democrat (quoted by 
columnists Evans and Novak) 
described the tax revolt as "our people 
kwking for more take-home pay so 
thiey cpA buy more snowmobiles and 
motor tKMtt." After all, why should 
working peofde spend thdr money on 
luxtiries when they can spend it for the 
public good, on important projects like 
busing children across town to go to 
ichotrf? 

It is the afrogance of the "limousine 
llberals"~people who have already 
nuKie a cbmfcHtable life for them- 
selves-that angered Michigan workers 
enough to unseat the tax-raisers. 
QovemcMT Jim Blanchard won the 1982 
dection by promising no tax increases, 
but shortly after taking office he 
proposed the largest increase in the 
state's history. Now signatures are 
being collected on petitions to throw 
Mm out of office* too. 

Dan Powers, 23, a worker at a Ford 
plant, got "madder than hell" when 
taxes were increased. Even though he 
had campaigned for the Governor and 
othCT liberals, Powen led one of the 
recall drives. "People in this state and 
In H^ district are fed up with taxes," 
he said, and fed up with Blanchard 's 
"tax and spend philosophy. " 

In the recent recall campaign and 



special elecdmis, siippdr^f of thrtax^ 
Mke spent ten times as much money as 
the tax protesters. But more than 60 
porcent of the pe<H>le voted to fire the 
two pro-tax state senators, and the pro- 
tax Democrats who tried to succeed 
them were beaten by more than two-to- 
one. 

Don't count on the political 
establishment to change its behavior 
because of events in Michigan. Despite 
the hemorrhage of Democratic sumwri 
on the Michigan assembly line. House 
Speaker 'Tip' O'Neill praised Blan- 
chard's tax hike. "Jim, I knew you had 
the stuff. Keep up the good woric," he 
wrote. 

Establishment Republicans are 
almost as wrong as establishment- 
Democrats. Despite. its stake in the 
outcome, the Michigan Republican 
PilCty claimed neutrality in the recall 
effdris. And former Governor William 
Milliken. who Ifd Otorge Bush suppor- 
ters to victory in the state's 1980 
Republican primary, supported the tax 
increase. 

As usual, Republican leaders have 
neglected to seize an opportunity to at- 
tract blue-collar Democrats into their 
party. At the grassroots leviel, people 
are getting fed up with big-spending 
politicians~not just in Michigan, but 
around the country. 

In a special session in Oklahoma two 
months ago, legislatcN's rejected a 
massive tax increase proposal by the 
Governor after mail and telephone 
calls from constituents ran ten-to-one 
against his proposal. 

If only they would open their eyes, 
members Of the political establishment 
of both parties would realize that a new 
populist revolt is on the way. The 
pe<H)le are beginning tp use initiative 
and referendum, recall of elected of- 
ficials, and even write-in votes to ex- 
press their frustration with the political 
establlshment"to rebel against 
politicians who represent the interests 
of the elite while igoortm.the «onccnM, 
of average citizens. 

The spirit of the Boston Tea Party 
lives on, and you ain't seen nuthin' yet.

Have you ever noticed how some highway signs in the 
Tidewater area appear to direct the unsuspecting 
motorist to locations in a foreign country, if not an alien 
planet? After a while the mind ceases to translate and 
the letters begin to blur: NAVAIRLANT/NARF/ 
NAVEDTRASUPPLEN/NAVSEACENTLANT/ 
NAVSCOLOM NORVA/ NAVSPECWARGRU/ 
CINCLANTFLT. 

Thfese tongue-twisters are known as initialisms or 
acronyms. Acronyms are words made up of the initial 
letters or syllables of a phrase. They have become in- 
creasingly prevalent in our written and, often, spoken 
language especially since the 1940's New Deal practices 
of calling government projects and agencies by their 
initials (TV A, WPA, NRA, «tc.). Beginning primarily 
with scientific and social itid political action areas, 
acronyms are now evident iin many subject areas.

He <vas emceeing by the age of 
seven. At the age of 13 he was the guest of radio 
talk shows and in the same year, hosted a 
IS-minute summer replacement radio program. It

Joe decided initially in his seniw year that he 
wanted to pursue a directing career. 

"During my seniw I made up my mind," he 
said.

As fortune would have it, Joe was offered a 
teaching job which included directing at a new 
high school in Virginia Beach.

, In retrospect, Joe admits he was "starry-eyed" 

and a pretty good child actor. 

Following graduation frcm Maury High School 
in 1951, Joe enrolled in the Richmond Professio- 
nal Institute of the College of William and Mary, 
now Virginia Commonwealth University. He 
continued his theatrical endeavors, enlarging the 
scope to include stage production and design and 
house management. He received his degree in 



person really. 

He graduated frcwn college in 1955 and had a 
job teaching speech and dramatics waiting for him 
at the brand new Princess Anne High Schod, 
located in what was then Princess Anne County. 
The school eventually featured a nice gymnasium 
and a 1,000-seat theatre. 

"It was great. I had a chance to start something 
on ray own in drama." 

Joe lived with his family in Norfolk and 
commuted to work for two years.

Joe's life was interrupted by a call to arms as 
he, in fear of being drafted, enlisted m the Army.

He was 
stationed in Richmond, and for the first time in his 
life, his job called upon specific writing skills.

While still in the CIC and perfwming at the 
Virginia Museum theatre in Richmond, Joe met 
his wife Louise, who was an actress. She was also 
teaching at the time in Henrico County. They now 
have three children. 

Following the Army, Joe taught for two years in 
a brand new Richmond school and worked 
part-time for WRVA, a leading state radio station 
based at the Capitol. As an announcer, Joe aired a

In 1%2 Joe quit teaching to work in radio 
full-time. His office was located directly across 

^^ from the state capitd and he had direct telephone 

' lines to the governor's office. He conducted many 
'f ' live broadcasts on the hottest issues of the day. 
But he began like any other news reporter on the 
beat. 

"TTie first time I walked into the General 
Assembly 1 didn't even know where the men's 
room was. But you learned very quickly." 

In 1964 Joe covered the Virginia delegation to 
Atlantic City for the Democratic National Conven- 
___ tion. His work was carried by both ABC television 
and radio. 

"I slept one and a-half hours every night. It was 
great. I loved every minute of it. I think it was the 
best time I ever had in my life." 

Four or five months later, Virginia Beach 
patriarch Sidney Kellam telephoned Joe to offer 
him a job (Ml his newspaper. Joe knew nothing 
about working in the print media but accepted the 
position. He felt his work at the radio station had 
been accomplished and welcomed a new chal- 
lenge. 

"I didn't know anything about his newspaper. I 
didn't know anything about any newspapers. The 
only thing I knew how to do with a newspaper was 
how to read it." 

He began at The Virginia Beach Sun, Virginia 
Beach's' 57-year-old community newspaper, in 
March, 1965. He and Louise already had ofne 
daughter, Joanna, now 21, and were expecting 
Cardyn, now 18. They also have a son, David, 16. 
Joe spent five years at the newspaper, leaving 
in 1970, to take a news job at WGH radio for 
three years afterwhich time he opened a news 
department at WCMS. 

In the spring of 1978, John Holgate, then the 
public information officer for Virginia Beach 
public schools called Joe to ask if he would 
consider succeeding him at the position. Holgate 
said the decision to call him was based on 
discussions with Brickell.

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Nevertheless, his name appears in print and he 
continues to find himself before the cameras, 
sometimes because the media and he both happen 
to be in the same place at the same time trying to 
obtain information. 

"Yes, I'll jnake comments but 1 really don't like 
doing it," Joe said, noting also that sometimes 
school officials don't want to talk to the press. 

NolSoaoomy 

Joe doesn't think the education picture across 
America is as gloomy as it's painted. 

"School systems are doing what they perceive 
the public wants done. And when the public 
changes its mind, education has been slow to 
adapt. That may be the big problem." 

Virginia Beach's educational system, particu- 
larly its curriculum, is in fine shape Joe says, but 
admits there is an overcrowding problem and new 
schools have to be built. 

Personally, Joe woiild favor a tax hike to, 
support education and frankly doesn't know from 
where increased education funding will come. 

"Things are tough and they are going to 
continue to be tough," according to what Joe's 
colleagues say. "Schools cost money. You get a 
light bill at home. We get them at the schools. It's 
going to continue to cost us money, and money's 
going to continue to be a key issue. ". 

"I would havejpreferred a penny added to the 
sales tax if that had been the way it went through 
the General Assembly. It didn't go that way and 
to me that's the most equitable way to share the 
burden." 

Asked about the repeatedly defeated proposed 
lottery bills, Joe said he had some philosophic 
differences with that idea. 

There is nothing about the job Joe doesn't like, 
aUhough he does get frustrated when an isolated 
negative event takes precedence over the more 
positive aspects of the system. 

"I can't think of anything offhand, except 
maybe the time that the Beacon gave us 
something like eight pages on a drug bust that 
netted three disorderly arrests.'* 

Although most 'of the time tbefe is usually 
clarity between education and poJitics, the two 
are mixed when it comes to funding. 

"Politics is certainly a part of it. It's big money. 
You're talking about, this year a budget of $125 
million. It takes some doing to get that kind of 
money. 

"Politics is certainly a part of it. There's no way 
you're going to get it without politics. Now, it 
depends upon your connotation of politics, 1 
suppose. Are we using it as a dirty work or not? 
I'm not. Lobbying is probably one of the better 
"foiown ways that anybody gets anything." 

Ijowenthal answers only to Brickell. He has a 
yearly contract which "isn't worth the paper it's 
written on," Joe says if Brickell should become 
displeased with his service.

We had to rdl the 
hair with a broOTi straw 
laying on the rod to keep it 
from getting too tight 
around the rod, in cold 
perming the h^r ccm- 
tracted. If it was rdled too 
tight, the hair might 
break. 

High Technology had 
its constant effect on the 
perms we gave. There 
were many differences in 
perms. The perms were 
formulated to wOTk with 
different hair texture, 
porosity, tensile strength, 
medication, even age. The 



hair could be normal, 
coarse, fine, gray, white, 
tinted, bleached, and 
frosted.

Refuge in place for battered women and children 



By Lin J. Cooper 

The woman waited for 
her husband to turn on 
the shower, then she 
hastily swept up her 
seven-year-old daughter 
and fled out the door. As 
the car pulled away from 
the $75,000 home, the 
throbbing bruises on her 
arms and face painfully 
reminded her of what 
had happened. 

Her husband had 
become angry after 
coming home from work 
and finding supper was 
not ready. She had told 
him the meal would be 
ready soon as she ner- 
vously fluttered from the 
refrigerator to the stove. 
But her nervous excuse 
only increased his rage. 
His voice heightened to a 
thunder. Then came the 
wrenching blows. 

He had somehow 
wrestled her to the floor. 
She raised her arms to 
protect her face, but that 
seemed to provoke a 
flurry of even harder 
blows. 

The child, crouched at 
the foyer stairway, hid 
behind a wall. She could 
not see what was hap- 
pening, but she heard the 
arguing, the struggle and 
the cries of pain. 

This case, although 
created for illustrative 
purposes, is similar to 
the *c€n€* some Virginia 
Beach families are ex- 



periencing in their 
homes, says Candice 
Constantinides, director 
of the Women-in-Crisis 
Center, located in Nor- 
folk. The shelter 
provides temporary 
lodging to battered 
women and their 
children. The center that 
opened May, 1983, has 
served mostly Virginia 
Beach and Norfolk 
residents. It also servi^ 
Chesapeake, Por- 
tsmouth and Suffolk. 

The Young Women's 
Christian Association 
(YWCA) owns and 
operates the center. The 
street address of the" two- 
story house is kept secret 
to insure the confiden- 
tiality and safety of the 
victims of family violen- 
ce. 

Constantinides says 
the shelter Is not the 
solution to the problem, 
but it does provide san- 
ctuary and counseling in 
a crisis situation. 

Witnessing violence in 
the home is also 
traumatic for the 
children, says Constan- 
tinides. The children's 
problems are compoun- 
ded when they are taken 
away from home and 
friends to unfamiliar 
surroundings, like Iht 
crisis center. She says 
this contributes to the 
need for a play area 
where children can "aci 



out" their feelings. 

An old two-car 
detached garage is now 
being renovated by the 
Tidewater Builders 
Association to provide a 
play center for the 
children at the shelter. 
Contributions for the 
$10,000 project have 
been collected from 
association members. 

The renovation is 
being done by the TBA 
Manpower Training 
Department in 

cooperation with the 
City of Virginia Beach. 
Construction began in 
December and is 
scheduled for com- 
pletion by the Feb. 9 rib- 
bon cutting at the center. 

Constantinides says 
the new center will help 
alleviate the often 
crowded conditions at 
the shelter. In eight mon- 
ths, the center provided 
shelter for 129 women 
and 196 children. The 
victims come from a 
broad socio-econom|c_ 
spectrum, she says. 

Some 20 children and 
10 adults have been 
packed in the nine- 
bedroom, two-sloT)t 
house at one time. "At 
first we thought of the 
children's center as an 
ideal. However, as the 
ccn(er became more and 
more crowded, it became

The interior of the 
home has already been 
damaged due to the 
cramped conditions. 
"When there are so 
many bodies in such a 
small area, there is just 
nowhere for the children 
to go. They don't mean 
to be destructive, but 
they just don't have 
enough room. Everyone 
gets cabin fever," she 
explains. 

The renovation will 
include installing a 
bathroom, a low storage 
area for toys, indoor 
sandbox, laundry room, 
vinyl fiooring, insulation 
and heating, fiourescent 
lighting and a one-way 
window to allow 
professionals to watch 
the children at play. The 
TBA Auxiliary has also 
donated a washing 
machine and toys for the 
center. 

Nancy Clark of Clark- 
Whitehill Company, 
who was instrumental in 
securing contributions 
for the center, commen- 
ted, "It was rewarding 
for me to contact our 
members and not have a 
single one turn me down. 
We often received even 
more than we asked for. 
It has been a good year 
for the building industry, 
and everyone feels thai 
we should give 
something back to the 
community." 



In addition to the 
women and children, a 
group of economically 
disadvantaged young 
persons will also benefit* 
from the play center. A 
pre-apprenticeship class 
of ten unskilled young 
people from low-income 
families will receive on- 
hands training as they 
renovate the home. The 
TBA Manpower 

Training Department 
under joint contract with 
the city of Virginia- 
Beach has recruited and 
is training these students 
in the building trades. 
After they have com- 
pleted the six-month 
course, they may opt to 
start their own business 
or will be placed in a job 
with an established con- 
tractor. 

"We selected this 
project because it would 
provide a broad training 
experience for the 
students and because of 
the important service the 
crisis center facility of- 
fers to all the Tidewater 
cities," said Benjamin 
Moore, assistant to the 
city manager for housing 
and community 

development. "We were 
glad to be able to 
coperate and get this 
work done at minimum 
cost by using the 
trainees. The project has 
many benefits." 

TBA Manpower direc- 



tor Ray Rudolph says the 
project has provided an 
opportunity for the 
students to learn a 
variety of skills. "They 
have had to wire the elec- 
tricity, install plumbing, 
heating, lighting and 
drywall, drop the ceiling 
and build new cabinets. 
This project has given 
them experience at a lit- 
tle bit of everything," 
said Rudolph. 
Constantinides has 



been pleased with the 
students' work. "The 
students have been great. 
They have respected the 
privacy of the shelter and 
have gone beyond the 
call of duty," she said, 
noting the students 
volunteered to help move 
a refrigerator and do 
needed lawn work at the 
center. "They have been 
very professional in their 
work and conduct. Their 
instructor Al Paganini, 



has been wonderful."

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Get off to the right start 

Just bought a computer and don't know what to do 
with it? Or are you trying to decide which computer to 
buy? Virginia Beach computer users' groups can help 
with both questions. 

It's often difficult or expensive to get expert advice on 
how to make your computer do what you want. The 
computer seems to have a mind of its own (it really 
doesn't!), and it can make you feel awfully stupid when 
it doesn't do wh^t you think it should. 

Someone once said that a computer is the one ap- 
pliance you can buy that doesn't have a purpose when 
you buy it~you are the one that supplies the purpose. 
And it's software (programs) that enable the computer 
.to accomplish your purpose.\^ 



So once you've bought your computer, how do you 
learn what to do with it? The manufacturers often sup- 
ply manuals that are either thin and unreadable, or so 
thigk^and comprehensive that they're intimidating. 

Enter the user group. 

Computer user's groups are loose organizations of 
computer owners. You'll find that these owners have 
had the same problems you've had. They've had the 
same questions, and the same misunderstandings. Not 
only can people in the group help you extend your 
knowledge of the machine, but someone usually has or 
knows of a program that can help with your problem. 

Some will seem to know so much more than you that 
you can only understand every third word. Most will 
have about the same understanding that you have. And 
because people learn differently, you will probably find 
that sooner or later someone will have a question that 
you can answer. 

User groups have a purpose, too, for those who 
haven't bought a computer yet, but would like to.

Glenn McClanan 
sponsors road bills 

Increased road funding for the Qty of Virginia Beach 
is the goal of four separate bills introduced recently by 
Delegate Glenn B. McQanan and co-patroned by all 
members of the Virginia Beach delegaticm. 

Under the existing system, not enough weight is 
given to such factors as population and size of the Oty 
or county. Also, insufficient attention is given to the 
number ~of v ehicles regi s tered in 4he^C(anmumty '~ 

Since the Gty of Virginia Beach has to spend local 
money on its roads because of inadequate funding, the 
first of Delegate McQanan's bills provides that tM 
State will provide equal matching funds fw all local 
money spent. This bill will encourage localities to help 
thiemselves. 

The second bill increases the trtal amount of money 
to go to cities and road construction, plus if creates a 
special "high growth area road fund." The money in 
this special fund would be granted to localities that had 
at least a 15 percent increase in their population 
between 1970 and 1980. 

Presently funds are received by the Qty for street 
maintenance by a system established informally by the 
State Highway Commission. 
Delegate McQanan's next bill provides that the funds 
will be distributed on the basis of the number of land 
miles that exist within the Qty. 

Delegate McQanan's last bill provides that 1/3 of the 
total funds for road craistructioi will go to cities, and 
that this maiey would be divided among the cities in 
the State on the basis of pc^ulaticm. 



O'Brien's bill 
approved by House 

A bill sponsored by J.W. "Billy" O'Brien, H.B. 241 
has been approved by the House of Delegates. 

This bill dealing with group accident and sickness 
insurance would require insurers to offer to persons 
whose eligibility has terminated under group policy 
similiar insurance coverage. 
T,, This bill was introduced by Delegate O'Brien after 
' learning of a problem that faced a constituent in his 
district. The constituent's husband passed away, and 
after learning that Virginia was only one of four states 
that did not have an agreement with the insurance 
company, found that she could not convert her 
husband's major medical insurance. 

O'Brien realizing the traumatic experience this can 
place upOTi people then introduced H.B. 241 which will 
rectify this problem.

People in the group will express their preferences, 
too, for one retailer or another, though most groups 
have an official policy of not recommending one store 
over another. You'll hear of new stores in the area, and 
of which ones have the best prices on disks, or software, 
or printers. 

The accompanying list of computer user groups can 
help get you started toward better understanding of 
your needs for a computer, and can give you a clear idea 
of what you will want to buy. Attend a meeting or two 
for a computer you've thought of buying, and join the 
ranks of computer devotees .

Codes help understand law

))ursued. By this date every Area Dbrary of the system 
had on its shelves a copy of the Code of Virginia. This 
means that citizens of the city no IcMiger have to go to 
the over-crowded InformaticMi Services Divisirai at 
Bayside Library or to the Wahab Public Law Library at 
the Municipal Center to read the laws of the State. The 
Code of Virginia along with the Code of the Qty of 
Virginia Beach, Virginia are both now available in all 
VBPL Area Libraries. 

Tlie Code of Virginia is the cranpilation of laws 
passed by the General Assembly in Richmond. These 
are the laws passed by the General Assembly in 
Richmond. These are the laws that affect the entire 
State. The Code of the Qty of Virginia Beach is a 
compilation of the ordinances; i.e. laws, passed by the 
City Council of Virginia Beach. 

Swne people wonder why we need two sets of laws. 
Why can't we just use the State Code? It is really quite 
simple and divious. Each city and town in Virginia is 
unique. Pec^le who live in the western part of the State

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are not affeaed by surfboards and sand dunes. By the 
same token we in Virginia Beach are not interested in, 
or directly affected by coal mining. Thus all cities and 
towns have a Qty of Town Code. On the other hand all 
of us are affected by marrja^e, divorce, wills, etc. Thus 
we have a tWewtte entire StAte. 

The Cbde of the Qty ofYiTginia Beach is produced in 
the form of a loose-leaf binder. When changes, 
additions or deleticMis are made it is simply a matter of 
taking out the old pages and inserting the new. Ihe 
State Code is produced in a twenty-one volume set with 
a three volume index. It resembles a set of 
encyclc^dias. When changes are made in the State 
Code they are ccmtjuned in a pocket part which is 
inserted in the back cover of each volume. Whenever 
using the State Code always check the pocket] par^. If 
you daa't, you ccwld be missing oat on the fact that the. 
law has been changed or even repealed. / ^ 

The Law Library staff uses both the Qt^nd the 
State Code everyday. Over a period of time we have 
cwne across some very interesting sections of both. 
These experiences have arisen from questions that 
have been put to use by you the patron. Here are sOTie 
interesting facts that both contain. 

In Virginia it is illegal to operate a motor vehicle 
while listening to earphones. In Virginia Beach you 
can't drive a static wagon with the tail gate down, 
(unless it's supporting the load you're carrying). There 
is a State law that prdiibits the wearing of the Southern 
Cross of Honor unless you do so accwding to the 
Yegulations under which it was awarded. (This award 
was given to those who perframed valuable service to 
the Confederacy.) In Virginia Beach you cannot give 
away a dog as a prize in a contest. One interestmg 
question was called in by another library. A patron 
wanted to know whether Virginia has a law that 
requires a free tdlet in a public place. Yes, there is 
such a law, but you wMi't find it under "restrooms" or 
"toilets" or "bathrooms." It is under "water closets.' 

Now that these two codes are both available 
thrcMighout the Qty we invite everyone to come in and 
browse through them. Yoa might find some very 
interesting information and learn sanething too. And 
remember when using either ate of the Codes the best 
source of assistance or help is from the library staff.. 
Ask us and we will be glad to help you.

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ominous, foreboding cast. 

An Orwellian society was predicted for 1984, a society 
of faceless, de-individualized humanoids, with a future 
based on highly centralized, bureaucratized, and stan- 
dardized societies in which individual differences are 
eradicated. 

Fortunately, we seem to be headed in an opposite 
direction with a tendency to demassify and decentralize 
in business, industry, and politics, with an impact on 
our personal lives. 

Contrary to the Orwellian lifestyle, the turn of the 
century may promote a more personalized lifestyle and 
subsequent workstyle. 

We are evolving from mass production to custom 
production, from mass markets to market segmen- 
tation, from large communication networks to direct 
broadcast satellites, and from mass movements in- 
politics to single issue groups, just to i^anie a few of the 
changes happening around us. 

Instead of being dehumanized, we seem to be moving 
toward a higher level of differentiation. 

Alvin Toffler, a leading futurist, social commentator, 
and best-selling author, pinpoints some of the 
challenges and opportunities for the coming century in 
his book The Third Wave. 

As he surveys the landscapes of tomorrow, Toffler 
projects how we will move into a third wave of in- 
dustrial, political, economic, and personal change. In 
retrospect, the first wave occurred 8,000 years ago when 
man became agricultural, and when a large family was 
vital. The second wave emerged with the industrial 
revolution and the rise of factory, labor and energy 
producing economies. The family during the second 
wave took on more of a psychological function where 
couples marry for companionship and support rather 
than economic necessity. 

With the Third Wave, an era just starting to build, in- 
fluential changes in mass media, family life, and com- 
merce are projected to occur. 

The Third Wave is intended to demassify society, 
making things more individualized, more personal, and 
more customized. Some of the tenets upon which the 
Third Wave society is based are: 1) personal fulfillment, 
feelings of self-worth, and time for leisure; 2) 
meaningful and stimulating work; 3) individuals who 
are self-reliant and independent; and 4) a reasonable 
degree of security. 

Change for the most part will be positive. More in- 
dependence and self-reliance can be seen in our growing 
tehdfencjr(t>wai'd'^'self-HH0'*^rtd"Self-«ar^*'.' 

We arc assimiliatingthr attitude of StW-cart, self-* 
serve, do-it-yourself, and fix-it-yourself. For example, 
there is the growing belief that people can and should be 
more medically self-reliant and independent from the 
expensive serviceperson. 

We have Itarned not only to call our "Maytag 
repairman", but to gain a sense of fulfillment in fixing 
it ourself . The self-help movement can be observed with 
such growing organizations as Alcoholics Anonymous, 
Overeaters Anonymous, Parents and Twins, or the 
Tidewater Womens Network. 

Time is the next revolution many of us will observe, 
and for the most part "time will be on our side." The 
fastest spreading innovation In business and nrdustry 
during the 1970's was "flextime" - an arrangement that 
permits workers to choose their own working hours 
within predetermined limits. 

This has stimulated a powerful shift toward increased 
night work in rapidly expanding services such as Federal 
Express or computer based industries. Employers report 
high productivity, reduced absenteeism, and other 
benefits among flextime participants. 

"Working nine-to-five" could appear as primitive as 
the idea of the one room school house. The consequence 
of being late will also be less clear. 

Further, researchers at Georgetown University 
predict all jobs in the future will be part-time. This con- 
cept is especially welcome to women, the elderly, the 
semi-retired, and to those who are willing to settle for a 
smaller paycheck in order to pursue hobbies. 

Avocations may become a respected priority over 
work and working overtime. A combihation of flextime, 
part-time, and night work will allow more people to 
work outside the nine-to-five schedule system. 

Working outside the nine-to-five schedule will create 
a demand for more leisure and service related functions 
(food, energy, banking, etc.) to be provided around the 
clock. No wonder Wendy's, along with many other fast- 
food chains, are now oj^n late. 
' This flexibility will mean more to our personal inter- 
actions than "two ships passing in the night," It's con- 
ceivable to have a computerized service called "Pers- 
Shed" (short for schedule-a-fricnd) to remind you of 
important dates and appointments, but also to store 
schedules of friends and family in your social network 
to assess compatibility for future interactions. 

The future holds many potentials and many oppor- 
tunities. In contrast to the Orwelliah perspectives, it can 
be approached with a renewed enthusiasm, as well as 
optimism. Change brings growth, and with growth 
comes understanding. 

Our tremendous capacities to learn and our con- 
tinuing quest for knowledge will lead us to new frontiers 
in how we live our lives, pursue our careers, and spend 
our time.

present zoning. At the 
same time, service would 
nd be accessible in areas 
where growth is not being 
encouraged, such as the 
agricultural areas in the 
southern part of the city. 
Council's final compro- 
mise cm the 24-inch line 
Monday evening ruled out 
extension of sewer service 
farther south. 

Voting against the CM-di- 
nance Vice Mayor Barba- 
ra Henley, and Council- 
women Reba McQanan 
4nd Meyera Obemdorf. 
Councilman W.H. Kitchin 
III was absent. 

The cost of the project 
will be shared by the city 
and developers. Of the 
toul cost of $783,000, the 
city expects to pay $374,- 
iOO.

False O^ Eato^riHW 
Inc., Lakeside EJevelqj- 
oient and Lotus Creek 
Associates have agreed to 
pay the cost of a 16-inch 
line from General Booth 
B(Hilevard to the Lago 
Mar Subdivisim along the 
proposed Ferrell Park- 
way.

Sailor of the quarter named 



"Air traffic works like a 
ballet~it has to have a 
smooth flow," said Air 
Traffic Controller Third 
Class {AC3) Mark Duncan 
who recently was named 
Naval Air Station (NAS) 
Oceana Sailor of the 
Quarter. 

Duncan was selected for 
the honor because of his 
"sincere desire to excel and 
his positive attitude" 
which, according to his 
letter of Commendation 
from NAS Oceana skip- 
per, Captain C. L. Tinker, 
"have enhanced division 
morale and contributed 
significantly to the safe 
operation of aircraft from 
this station." 

Duncan, now 23, said 
that he acquired his love 
for aviation early in life 
because his father was a 
private pilot. His decision 
to join the Navy in Sep- 
tember 1981 came as the 
result of struggling finan- 
cially for three years to 
complete only one-and- 
one-half years of study at 
Mississippi State Univer- 
sity In the electrical 
engineering field. 

As an air traffic con- 



troller at the NAS Oceana 
Air Operations Depar- 
tment, AC.^ Duncan is res- 
ponsible for directing air- 
craft taxiing to and from 
the runways, directing all 
vehicle and pedestrian 
traffic on the runways, 
and directing emergency . 
operations such as 
"crash" sites and fire- 
fighting. He also is 
qualified to coordinate 
arrivals and departures of 
aircraft between the radar 
operators and the tower 
communicators. 

The next step in his 
training, Duncan said, is 
to learn to direct the 
"local" airspace traffic 
which is everything in the 
air within a five-mile 
radius of the base and up 
to 3,000 feet in altitude. 
After that he will learn 
how to use the radar 
systems. 

The job can be pretty 
Jiectic at times, Duncan 
said, "like when the tower 
has 20 to 25 aircraft out at 
a time and you've got to 
sequence them into a pat- 
tern two or three at a 
time...It*s a hard job to 
explain. ..You have to 



make instantaneous 
decisions and you don't 
have time to think about 
it." 

What he likes about the 
job is that "there is no 
manual labor-you talk 
for a living," but most 
importantly, "people 
depend on you to make 
the right decision at the 
right time."

Continental Telephone 
is installing a new testing 
system that finds troubles 
even before the telephone 
customers notice them. 
The computerized testing 
equipment has been so 
successful in the 
Gloucester area during the 
past year that Continental 
is installing the system 
statewide, said Mike Half, 
supervisor-telephone ser- 
vices. 

"Preventing telephone 
troubles before they hap- 
pen is the beauty of the 
new system," Hall said. 
"We can program the 
computer^ to test phone 
equipment at night. This 
way we can detect 
developing troubles and 
prevent them from hap- 
pening." 

Emergency numbers, 
fire, police and rescue 
squad, are automatically 
and routinely checked by 
the new system. In fact, 
entire equipment offices 
are routinely monitored. 
(An equipment office 
processes calls and sends 
them to their 

destinations.) 

"The system is in- 
credibly accurate," Hall 
said. "More than 90% of 
the time the trouble is 
where the test equipment 
tells us it is. The new 
system has really helped us 
speed up our service." 

When a customer calls 
repair service, a Continen- 
tal employee presses a key 
on the computer terminal 
and types in the 
customer's phone num- 
ber. Then the computer 
automatically performs 12 
tests and gives the em- 
ployee a code. From this 
code the employee can tell 
where the trouble is - in 
the equipment office, in 
the cable or in the tele- 
phone set. 

After a repairperson has 
gone out to fix a trouble, 
said Hall, Contel can 
quickly test to s« if the 
repair work solyed the 
problem.

Jackson got a slam dunk when 
he obtained- the release of cap- 
tured U.S. flier Robert Good- 
man. That allowed him to be 
even more of a contender in this 
year's presidential election. But 
now his loose tongue has caused 
him to turn over the ball. And 
the swarmang defense, the 
Jgm^p^cj^e League, is going 
to try its best ta keep him from 
getting it back. 

It was such a silly thing for 
him to say, especially when you 
expect him as a political and 
public figure to have enough 
good sense to know that he 
couldn't say anything like that 
anywhere except his bathroom 
and it not expect to be repeated.

The histOTy of Virginia Bfeach and Princess Anne 
County is one tqjic that consistently sparks interest In 
the library. Our newest residents want to know how 
Diamond Springs Road received its name ot what is the 
historical derivatiai of the wwd "Seatack." Our older 
residents respond to this curiosity with a willingness 
and ability to add new facts and understanding to the 
existing histCMical record. 

One expression of the library's resptmse is the 
Virginia Beach Histwy Forum. The Fwum is presently 
composed of thirteen individuals and representatives of 
organizations. The Tidewater Oral History Society, the 
Virginia Beach Genealogical Society, the Virginia 
Beach Maritime Mstorical Museum, the Princess Anne 
Historical Society, the Lynnhaven House, Virginia 
Wesleyan College and the Virginia Beach Public 
Library participate in the activities of the Fwum in 
league with individuals interested in the history of aax 
city. The FOTum is unique because it does not desire to 
supplant the work of any existing organizaticMi, but 
rather to explore the advantages of cooperation as a 
method of strengthening the activities of each Fwum 
member. The success of the Forum will be measured by 
the degree to which its members thrive. It is open to 
any organization ot individual who desires to participate 
in its activities. 

One of the primary purposes of the Fwum is to 
encourage members to exchange information ccmcem- 
ing their activities. The Fo-um meets cm the last 
Wednesday of every month at 7:30 p.m. in the 
OceanfTOTt Area Ubrary (1811) Artie Avenue. New 
members are always welcome. 

A natural extension of this desire to share 
experiences is the production of a comprehensive 
resource catal(% describing the location, ccntents and 
methods of access to Princess Anne and Virginia Beach 
histOTical materials curreiUly held by individuals and 



organizations throughout Tidewater. This is the first 
project of the For«m. Never before has such a rcs<Mjrce 
been developed. It will enable the researcher, the 
student and the hobbyist to know quickly and 
accurately where books, . ip^uscript^.and artifacts!, 
relating to our history are stored<atid how a person can 
get access to thim. The Forum is surveying^ over fifty 
individuals and CH-ganizati(xis during its initial compila- 
tion phase. It intends to publish a preliminary catalog 
by June. It is seeking funds to expand this work into a 
ccxnplete cataliog of each item of historical importance 
located in Tidewater. 

Members of the Forum also want to increase the 
historical awareness of residents of Virginia Beach. The 
Forum intends to publish brochures describing our 
city's heritoge, to erect plaques, signs and roadside 
markers commemorating important histwical events 
and ultimately to sponsn- a speakers bureau of 
individuals willing to talk about various facets of (Hir 
history. 

A key element in the nurturing of cAir local history is 
the (xigdng acquisiticm of documents, manuscripts and 
artifacts that create a greater understanding of our past 
and document our present activities 'for the future. The 
FOTum wants to bec«ne a «learingii(tHise for the 
acquisition of Princess Anne County and Virginia Beach 
histOTical artifacts. It does not want to beccxne a 
museum, but rather it wants to be a visible and trusted 
member of the cwnmunity to which individuals and 
organizations will feel comfotable donating the papers 
and artifacts of friends and relatives.. Dotkn-s will 
understand that the Forum will place the materials with 
a caretaker that can best preserve them and make them 
available to the public. 

hfone of this is possible without money. The FOTum 
has already begun to survey private foundations 
interested in supporting such « vibraiit local history 
undertaking. It wants to be AnahciaQy self-sufficient 
and to provide infcHrmaticm to member individuals and 
organizaticms that will help them <4)tain mcmey for their 
own projects mwe successfully. 

In 1983 Virginia Beach celebrated the 20th anniversa- 
ry of its merger with Princess Anne County. That same 
year marked the 100th anniversary of the opening of 
oceanfrOTit to tourism. It is fitting that a FOTum of local 
histOTy enthusiasts chose to ban tc^ether during that 
same year in a commitment to make the history of OTir 
exciting city more accessible to our residents.

•Excellence in education is a 
must. Ours is a worldwide com- 
munity. Today, we compete 
with the nations of Western 
Europe and Japan. In Virginia, 
our young people go to school 
180 days a year. But in the other

The Commission on Excellen- 
ce in Education recently repor- 
ted America is a nation at risk- 
that the rising tide of mediocrity 
in education is threatening our 
future. So it is imperative that 
we act now to improve the 
quality of education. 

While the responsibility of 
education lies primarily with 
local and state governments, 
there are things the federat 
government can do. 

In the first week of this new 
session of Congress, I intro- 
duced a joint resolution to 
designate 1984 as "The Year of 
Excellence in Education."

These systems will become 
interdependent in our future overcerebral work en?iron- 
ment We will have to learn to master all of these 
systems. The present influence of the microcomputer is

T = Trust We must learn to trust ourselves, deal with 
the interdependence of other nations, and establish 
learning partnerships with other disciphnes _ such as 
.business, industry and labor communities, 

FundamentaHy, the trends for the future will offer 
variety, flexibility.and attention to individual needs and 
differences. A different world is in the making, one that 
will require new survival techniques and a new kind ot 
individual. It promises a diversity of opportunities with 
the prerequisite knowledge and skills. For the first time, 
we will be able to pay our debt to the past by putting \he 
future in debt to ourselves .
